and become consolidated and 
strengthened.

The Conferénce was called 
into being by Dr. Goldmann on 
an experimental several 
years ago. 

DR. GOLDMANN, expert word-

Unity is most tragic and funny. 
I don’t know if it’s better de- 
scribed as a tragedy or through 
a Sholom Alechiem story. The 
word for it is organized chaos.” 

Dr. Goldmann, who also is 
chairman of the Jewish Agency 
executive, reserved his sharpest

are a clannish bunch who are 
better off left to themselves.” 

A FULL page of letters, in- 
cluding one from Rabbi Milton 
Elefant, Hille! director, was the 
reaction. 

Jumping in was Robert Gam- 
gy, enterprising editor of The 
Intermountain Jewish News. 
WRITING for the “men of Phi 
Sigma Delta, Gene Hoffman, as- 
srted that “we have never 
looked upon our house as an in- 
strument to help propagate our 
faith. We are first and foremost 
a social organization comparable 
to any other Greek house.”

~ Jewish Agency Needs Overhauling: Goldmann Compared to Exilarch 


By M. Z. FRANK 

Sooner or later we may expect 
a good deal of discussion about 
Dr. Goodmann’s proposal to en- 
large the Jewish Agency and to 
expand the World Zionist Or- 
ganization. This paper and this 
columnist take 
the liberty to 
open that dis- 
cussion by the 
present series 
of columns. 

Let me state 
at the outset 
that I consider 
the Jewish 
Agency a far 
more impor- 
tant institution than the Zionist 
Organization and, for that rea- 
son, I intend to devote most of 
the space to the Agency. For 11 
years the Zionist Organization 
has been at a loss to discover its 
functions and its role in the fu- 
ture, but the Jewish Agency does 
not have to go hunting for func- 
tions. Its importance consists in 
using the money raised by the 
United Jewish Appeal and similar 
campaigns in other countries out- 
side of the United States to 
bring Jews to Israel and to set- 
tle them there.

“HOWEVER WE also feel that 
this is not primarily a Jewish 
problem,” Dr. Norman added. 

“Non-Jewish farmers are in 
equally dire straits because the 
consumer consumption of eggs 
has dropped drastically in the 
last couple of years and this has 
greatly lessened both the demand 
for and the price of the product, 
Dr. Norman expressed the belief 
that “giving financial assistance 
to the farmers will not solve or 
remedy this situation, it will 
only prolong the agony.

DR. NORMAN explained that 
appeals to Congress have fallen 
by the wayside on many occas- 
ions. Bills have been introduced 
in Congress to alleviate this 
problem but they haven’t been 
passed. Just as the problem of 
unemployment in our country is 
primarily a government job, so 
too is the solution of the prob- 
lems and hardships now facing 
poultry farmers not only in New 
Jersey, but throughout the coun- 
try.”

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RELIGIOUS CONVENTIONS 


What in effect is a convention of the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations for? 

ARE THERE ANY issues to be decided. Usually not, 

Is there a real election of officers. There won’t be 
any as long as Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath decides not to 
step down as president. 


WHY THEN ARE Reform leaders and delegates from 
all parts of the country convening for almost a week in 
Miami Beach next month? 

Almost the same question could be asked about the 
convention of the Conservative lay leaders taking place 
on the same days at the Concord Hotel in the Catskill 
Mountains. 

THESE TWO conventions—and those of the Ortho- 
dox lay group too—have become in effect vast institutes 
of Judaism. 

This is a revolutionary movement in American Jew- 
ish life which has hastened the maturity of American Ju- 
daism, but hasn’t received perhaps the notice it deserves. 
Jews come to Zionist conventions. There are issues to be 
decided. Jews come to general assemblies or United Jew- 
ish Appeal or bond conferences because there is actual 
work to be done in fund-raising, or keeping our commun- 
ities going as modern operations. 


BUT AT A RELIGIOUS convention what usually takes 
place is an intense few days of Jewish learning, not per- 
haps in actual study of Hebrew or the Talmud, but in 
areas where Jewish teachings apply to modern living. 

At the Reform convention, one of the themes will 
be the application of Jewish ethics to daily business oper- 
ations. 


THE CONSERVATIVE convention will include dis- 
cussions on the philosophy of the Movement and on the 
statement of standards for synagogue practice adopted in 
1957. 

Both conventions will discuss relationship of Israel 
and the American Jew. 

THE FACT THAT Jews travel thousands of miles 
to attend these “institutes” is another good omen. 


ONE AS BAD AS THE OTHER 


That was an intemperate remark—if it wasn’t meant 
with tongue in cheek—Sam Goldsmith, head of the Chi- 
cago Jewish Federation made to Rabbi G. George Fox, 
when he said “To hell with the rabbis.” 

IT ISN'T CLEAR from Rabbi Fox’s report of the 
occasion exactly why Mr. Goldsmith made the slighting 
reference, especially in view of Mr. Goldsmith’s position 
and the fact that he was talking to a respected Reform 
rabbi. 

But that doesn’t call for the lengthy tirade by the 
editor of The Sentinel of Chicago, in which he excoriates 
the entire Chicago rabbinate, falling into the error of doing 
exactly what he blames Mr. Goldsmith for doing. 

AFTER YOU’VE given Jack Fishbein credit for cour- 
age, and if Mr Goldsmith spoke seriously, given him the 
same credit for being outspoken, how do you condone this 
blanket indictment by the editor: 


“The rabbis, unfortunately, too often find them- 
selves in the position of being administrators of huge 
‘plants’, as they call it, rather than spiritual and moral 
leaders. They are afraid of a Sam Goldsmith because 
they know he is a powerful man in the community, 
able to influence the board of directors who hire them. 
That’s why they take this insult lying down without 
even an outcry. They aren’t courageous enough, either 
as a group or as individuals, to condemn it from their 
pulpits or to demand an apology. That’s exactly the 
reason why the average Jew isn’t willing to accept 
their leadership as they should on moral and spiritual 
issues. They feel that the average rabbi is no different 
from any other human being—he has a job to do and 
he performs it! Like everybody else, they believe, he 
does what's best for himself. 


CONFLICT IN DATES 


We think it’s faulty scheduling when the general as- 
sembly of the Council of Jewish Federation and. Welfare 
Funds is held in San Francisco while the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations is meeting in Miami Beach. 

THESE TWO conventions attract Jewish leadership, 
and if anything, the leadership in the CJFWF is made up 
to a considerable extent of Reform Jews. Even if the dele- 
gates flew from one end of the country to the other, it 
would mean they would be absenting themselves for an 
extraordinary long time from their homes and their busi- 
nesses. 

The arrangers of conventions often forget that not all 
Jews are so well fixed financially that costs are not a 
consideration. 

THE CONSERVATIVE group didn’t do any better, 
so that the circle is completed. Their convention starts at 
the Concord Hotel in the Catskill Mountains the same day 
that the CJFWF convention closes. 

There was ample notice of these conflicts of: dates. A 
national calendar of events printed in The POST and 
OPINION almost 18 months ago listed both the CJFWF 
and the UAHC conventions.

We have long felt that the contribution 
of Orthodoxy to the evolving American Ju- 
daism would in the last analysis be as signifi- 
cant, if not more so, than that of either 
Reform or Conservatism. This, in our opin- 
ion, is inevitable because the precious sacred 
truths of Judaism require discipline for their 
flowering, and of all three wings of Judaism, 
only the Orthodox up until this point have 
unequivocally insisted on the need for sacri- 
fice to uphold the Jewish way of life. 

BUT ORTHODOXY, as we also have point- 
out here before, is fighting its battle on the 
wrong fronts. 

It is fighting for separation of the sexes 
at services when it should be fighting for 


Orthodox insistence on the purity of family ~ 


life. 

It is fighting against recognition of Con- 
servative and Reform as legitimate heirs of 
the Jewish tradition, when it should be fight- 
ing to make its own mode of piety and wor- 
ship more livable by the American Jewish 
generation which will carry on the Jewish 
tradition. 

THE DANGER FOR Orthodoxy, as of 


course for Reform and Conservatism also, 


is that it loses the confidence of the people 
it is attempting to win over. Right now wise 
leadership is needed more than ever before. 

A straw in the wind—getting back to the 
thought in our opening sentence—is the fol- 


lowing piece which we first noticed in the
